LARGEST DELINQUENT LIST 



Property Holders Along the North Shore 

do not feel Very Kindly Toward Ames 

on Account of Tox Sales 



The Waukegan Gazette of last Satur- 
day states that there is some dissatisfac- 
tion in regard to the delinquent tax 
Bale of recent date and in regard to the 
matter has the following to say: 

By reason of County Treasurer Ames 
, advertising fche delinquent tax list for 
1909 taxes in the Antioch Advertiser, a 
paper which has no circulation on the 
North Shore where most all the delin- 
quent property is located, and a circula- 
tion practically nowhere outside of 
Antioch village, there has just closed 
one of the largest tax sales ever held in 
Lake county, 2,471 sales. The greatest 
number of sales ever made in the county 
prior to this was when exrCounty Treas- 
urer Murray advertised in a paper of 
the same village. 

The object of advertising delinquent 
tax list is to give property owners an 
opportunity to meet their taxes before 
sale and not for the purpose of benefit- 
ing some printer who is just starting a 
newspaper and desirous of putting in a 
linotype machine or a press. Neither is 
the object to benefit a few tax sharks 
at the expense of many tax payers who 
are over-burdened with. high taxes and 
special assessments, without a penalty 
of 26 per cent added to amounts already 
levied and extended against their prop- 
erty, which is the case if their property 
is sold at tax sale. 

It has been intimated that this same 
treasurer has aspiration for a continua- 
tion as a county officer. Whether this 
is so or not we are unable to say but 
should it prove true no doubt he will so- 
licit the support of the owners of the 
2,471 pieces of property sold for the 
benefit of no one but the gentlemen who 
participated in the tax sale and bene- 
fitted $7,500, which is 25 per cent added 
to the amount of $30,000 estimated of 
the sale just closed. 

Is a public officer one who is supposed 
to look after the interests of the people 
•who elect him to office or is he to look 
after the interests of some printer and 
a 1 few tax sharks? 

The Lake Shore Towns have two- 
thirds of the whole number of descrip- 
tions in the county and dozens of their 
pieces were sold where, had they been 
able to determine that their property 
was in the delinquent list published, 
they would have come in and paid their 
taxes before their property was sold. 

The Gazette and Sun received dozens 
<>f letters from residents of other cities 
wholiwn property in Lake county ask- 
ing for copies of the paper containing 
delinquent taxes, their conclusions 
naturally being that the important pub- 
lication would be printed in onei of the 
two leading papers of the county instead 
of being shoved off to an obscure publi- 
cation where nobody would see it unless 
they specially wrote for it. The same is 
true of many Waukegan people who 
never knew where the list was printed 
this year. 

Accordingly, many of 2.471 delinquents 
<lo not feel very kindly over their treat- 
ment for many insist they would have 
paid their taxes had they had it called 
to their attention as is the purpose of 
-the law in publishing the list each year. 

And, furthermore, instead of all the 
work of setting up the big delinquent 
tax list being given where Lake county 
labor could do it, much of it was done in 
Chicago and that which was done in 
Lake county was done in a non-union 
shop, a fact which does not set very 
well on the labor unions of Lake county 
who believe all work let by the county 
of Lake should be given to union labor. 



of July Celebration Marred 
Two Conflagrations 

The Fourth of July celebration in 
Schenning'B Grove at Silver Lake on 
Monday was marred by two fires. At 
I about 3:30 o'clock George Bartlett and 
Edward Garrett discovered smoke com- 
ing from under the front porch of the 
Schenning Hotel and after giving the 
alarm immediately set to work, in true 
firemanlike manner, ripping up the 
floor of the porch so as to better enable 
them to fight the flames. 

In the meantime others busied them- 
selves preparing the hose which had 
been used in sprinkling the driveways 
and lawn and which was fortunately 
near at hand. After a few moments' 
hard work the fire was extinguished be- 
fore any great damage was done. 

It is supposed that a fire cracker ac- 
cidentally thrown under the porch was 
the cause. \ 

Later near 5:00 o'clock the alarm of 
lire was again sounded and this time it 
was found that the conflagration was 
of a far more serious nature, that the 
Baloon building of W. W. Bernhoeft 
situated on the west side of the railroad 
track was on Are and that the flames 
had already broken through the roof in 
several places. 

At this fire also Antioch distinguished 
herself, Village Clerk L.^M. Hughes 
taking the initiative and leading the 
band of villagers and picnicke v rs, who 
lent willing hands, but the fire had 
gained such headway that it was im- 
possible to save the burning building 
and it was with difficulty that the flames 
were kept from spreading to other near- 
by buildings. 

The Bernhoeft building was a one 
story frame structure and was com- 
pletely destroyed. 

The origin of the fire Is not known.

ALCOHOLISM 

William Madden of Chicago, .an em- 
ploye of Oetting Bros. Ice company, 
died at their Channel Lake ice house on 
Sunday evening at about 4:00 o'clock. 
Madden had brought a horse and buggy 
out from Chicago Sunday, arriving at 
the ice house about 4:45 o'clock in the 
afternoon. He appeared to be in good 
health and talked with Mr. Oetting for 
some time, afterward going to his room 
upstairs. 

When supper was. prepared and he 
was called no response was made and 
upon investigating he was found lying 
upon his bunk apparently dead. Dr, 
Warriner and Undertaker James w.ere 
summoned and upon examining the 
body the doctor pronounced life extinct. 

Coroner Taylor was then summoned 
and on Monday at noon an inquest was 
held, the jury returning a verdict of 
death from alcoholism. 

The remains|were shipped to Chicago 
on the 4:41 train Monday. 

Madden was about forty years old and 
had a wife and three children but owing 
to his ungovernable appetite for liquor 
an4 his inability or indisposition to sup- 
port them, his wife found it necessary 
to separate from him and for five years 
past she 1 has been doing family washings 
to support and educate the children. It 
is rumored that Madden carried $1000 
life insurance but to whom the policy 
was made out cannot be learned.

Tuesday morning of this week marked 
the passing away of another one of 
Lake county's old and highly respected 
residents when Mrs. A. S. . McCredie 
died at her home near Millbum. • 

The diseased' was past eighty-one 
years of age and had been a sufferer 
from Brights disease for the past four 
or five years, this coupled with the in- 
firmaties of age was the cause of her 
demise. 

Mrs. McCredie was born in Scotland 
and in that place she grew to woman- 
hood and was married. About fifty 
years ago she with her husband came to 
America and settled upon the farm in 
the vicinity of Milburn and upon that 
place they have resided "continuously 
ever since.

A Silver ten cent piece will be all that 
you need to start a saving account with 
Uncle Sam when the new postal savings 
banks are installed throughout the 
county. The plan is this: 

Uncle Sam wants to encourage thrift 
among'the persons of small wages. He 
wants the child, as well as the grown 
up, to learn to save. Many persons 
spend their pennies. The postal bank 
will receive only regular despositis of 
$1. 

To encourage the saving of 
squandered pennies however, the 
sal savings bank will issued a card 
resenting 10 cents. Then "postal 
ings stamps" will be sold at 2 
each. When the card Is filled with 
stamps it well be accepted at the postal 
saving bank as a $1 deposit and placed 
to the account of the depositor. 

Some of the features to the postal 
saving bank law are. 

Children over 10 years old can open 
accounts. 

Married women may have accounts 
in their own names and free from con- 
trol or interference from their huB- 
bands. 

No one will be allowed to deposit more 
than $100 in any one calender month. 

The balance to the credit of any per- 
sons shall never exceed $500 exclusive 
of accumulated interest 

Interest of 2 per cent per annum will 
be paid on all deposits, but no interest 
will be alio wed on fractions of $1. 

Plans with respect to putting the 
postal savings bank system into operat- 
ion will be discussed at the last meet- 
ing of the season of the cabinet with 
President Taft in Washington today. 

Following" this meeting the board of 
trustees consisting of Postmnster Gen- 
eral Hitchcock, secretary of the trea- 
sury, and attorney general, designated 
under the law for the control, super- 
vision and administration of the postal 
savings despositories will meet and map 
out a systematic programme. 

While no time is to bo lost in arrang- 
ing preliminaries, it is thought feasible 
according to a statement of Postmaster 
General Hitchcock yesterday to estab- 
deposities for several months. The 
postmaster general said that the board 
would go over the matter in a general 
way at its meeting, outlining plans for 
organization and adoping regulations 
under which the business is to be con- 
ducted. 

The postmaster general has appoint- 
ed a committee of department officers 
to prepare such blank forms and in- 
struction as will be needed to get the 
system started. The postal adminis- 
trations of all foreign countries which 
have postal savings banks have been 
requested by the department to sumbit 
samples of their blank forms and copies 
of their regulations and instructions. 



HELD IN $10,000 BONDS 



Negro Stabs Camp Logan Soldier who 

Lies in a Critical Condition at the 

Camp Hospital 



Wednesday morning at Winthrop 
Harbor, Joseph Stanridge was held in 
$10,000 bonds to Saturday of this week 
at 10 o'clock on a charge of assaulting 
with a deadly weapon Edward Walsh, 
a soldier of the 7th Regiment Illinois 
Infantry. The attack of Stanridge on 
Walsh was a sensation of Tuesday morn- 
ing at Nieaber's saloon, north of Win- 
throp Harbor, following argument over 
the Jeffries-Johnson fight. 

Erwin Seebolt was arrested with 
Stanridge but he was dismissed as no 
evidence was shown against him and 
Justice Schwartz refused to hold him. 
Stanridge is still in the village jail. 

Stanridge insists through his lawyer, 
Attorney Edwards of Waukegan, that 
extradition papers must be issued if he 
is to return to Keuosha county, for the 
stabbing which may end in Walsh's 
death took place just over the state 
line, in Wisconsin, although the arrest 
took place in Illinois. If Walsh recovers 
they figure the state authorities will 
not bother to extridate for it would 
necessitate going to Springfield and 
Madison to get papers. Walsh is very 
critical, according to reports from the 
hospital at Camp Logan where he was 
taken after the stabbing. Arthur 
Neeples, his companion, is a Zion City 
young man. He was cut but slightly. 
Stanridge has lived in Winthrop several 
years. 

The two men injured were 
soloon accompanied by a negro, 
ridge and Sebold come in late 
evening and asked information 
gard to the fight; when told that John- 
son had won they immediately started 
to make trouble with the negro and the 
two men with him. Finally the two 
from Camp Logan and the negro went 
out of the saloon and it is claimed the 
others followed and continued the 
quarrel. By this time the negro had 
left and after some words it is alleged 
that the two men drew knives and made 
for the Camp Logan men. After the 
cutting the men were arrested.

MURRIE RESIDENCE BURNS 

House Near Grayslake Destroyed as Result 
of Firecracker Setting Blaze on Roof 

Firecrackers are believed to have 
started the burning of the roof of the 
Mrs. John Murrie home one mile south- 
west of Grayslake Monday afternoon 
and the house is now a mass of ruins, 
the contents of the lower floor being all 
that was saved in the fire which defied 
the efforts of many neighbors. 

The barnB were saved. Mrs Mnrrie 
carried insurance, probably enough to 
almost cover the loss. She is the widow 
of John Murrie, who died not long ago. 
The children were celebrating the 
Fourth of July and the belief is that 
somebody threw a firecracker to the 
roof of the porch for a fire was discover- 
ed there. The children threw water on 
the roof and tried hard to prevent the 
spreading of the flames but, despite 
their efforts and the help of many 
neighbors, the house was consumed in 
time. 

Tbe furniture of the lower floor wa s 
saved but all on the upper floor was lost 
The fire threatened the barns but they 
were saved. 

The house destroyed is said to be 
the oldest one in the western part of 
Lake county, being built by the father 
of County Clerk Al. Hendee.

The first drownimg of the season in 
this neighborhood occurred about 5:00 
o'clock last Saturday evening when Mr.

The jury re- 
turned a verdict of accidental drowning. 

The body was shipped to Chicago on 
the 8:30 train Monday evening.

Mr. Duncan was pulled over the dash- 
board and was somewhat bruised and 
shaken up and his brother-in-law, who 
was also thrown to the ground, was 
quite badly injured, being rendered un- 
conscious and receiving a severe gash 
in the back of his head, besides being 
otherwise hurt. 

A physician was summoned and made 
the injured may as comfortable of pos- 
sible, and with the assistance of Mr.

Robert Murphy, alias Berry, the St. 
Louis man, arrested at Camp Lake a 
few days ago on a charge of looting the 
station of the Soo Line railway company 
at the village of Trevor, was taken be- 
fore Judge Randall in the municipal 
court, Kenosha, on Friday afternoon and 
arraigned on a charge of petit larceny. 
He pleaded "guilty" to the charge and 
was sentenced to pay a fine of fifty dol- 
lars and costs. Being without money 
or friends the young man was sent to 
jail for a term of four months. It is de- 
clared that Murphy belongs to a good 
family in St Louis and he insisted that 
this was the first time that he had been 
arrested. It is expected that his rel- 
atives will secure his release before the 
long term has been served in jail. It 
was impossible to put a charge of bur- 
glary against Murphy as he entered the 
station through an open window.

It is now and the fact is I 
will not be. a candidate. There are 
several reasons that have caused me to 
finally come to this decision, but the one 
that decided the matter was sickness in 
my family and family opposision. 



Calvin Mecartney, l&'Jreara bid, sort ^ 



of J. C. Mecartney, a wealthy Evans- 
ton real estate dealer with offices in the 
Borden Block, Randolph and Dearborn 
streets, Chicago, shot and fatally in- 
jured himself on his father's farm one- 
half mile west of the Beach electric sta- 
tion on the Beach road, • Friday after- 
noon. His family believe he fired the 
fatal shot while temporarily insane from 
the heat. His unconscious body was 
found beside and partly under the porch 
when they arrived there Friday evening 
to spend the Fourth of July. 

Up to two years ago Mecartney at- 
tended the Northwestern Academy at 
Evanston. He was a star athlete and 
was the youngest man to play on the A. 
A. U. championship basketball team 
three years ago. Two years ago he left 
school to accept a clerkship in the gen- , 
eral offices of the Northwestern railroad . 
in Chicago. The work proved too con- 
fining to one of his temperament and 
two months ago his parents purchased a 
30-acre farm near Beach, -three miles 
north of Waukegan. He had been car- 
ing for this,- hoping to recuperate his 
health by the strenuous out-of-door 
work. The unusual work in the sun is 
believed to have been too much for 
him. 

On Wednesday night his parents 
called him up from Evanston and in- 
formed him that they would spend the 
Fourth with him. They say he was all 
right at this time. Even up to Thurs- 
day night he was all right as neighbors 
saw him working about the yard. That 
was the last seen of him until he was 
found by his parents the next evening. 
Mr. and Mrs. Mecartney with their 
son Newell and a daughter, arrived at 
Beach about 11 o'clock Friday night and 
went at once to the farm. There was 
no light in the house and the door yield- 
ed to their touch. They searched the 
house but found no trace of Calvin. 
Fearing the worst the father and son 
procured a lantern and started to search 
the grounds. Then it was they found 
his body partly under the porch. A 
bullet from a 32 calibre revolver had en- 
tered his left side, piercing his stomach 
and all vital organs but the heart. Dr. 
Gourley of Waukegan was summoned 
and arrived in his automobile. He said 
there was absolutely no hope of recovery 
for the boy. 

The Larson and Conrad ambulance 
was summoned and -made a quick trip 
removing the injured boy at once to the 
Jane McAlister hospital where every at- 
tention was given him. His family was 
at his bedside the greater part of the . 
time. 

At the hospital Saturday morning it 
was said the boy's death was merely a 
matter of hours. The bullet, after pen- - 
etrating nearly all the vital organs, 
lodged in the back. Physicians deemed 
it best not to probe for the bullet as the 
action might haBten death. 

Mecartney regained consciousness for 
a few moments when he recognized his 
parents. He smiled up at them. ."Don't 
worry mother— I'll get .well," he told 
her. The mother broke down and wept. 
She had to leave the room. The family 
sought to keep the injured boy's mind 
from his injury. They are, hoping 
against hope that he may recover. The 
mother is of a nervous temperament and 
is nearly prostrated. 

That Mecartney made no attempt to 
shoot himself until noon or after was 
shown by the fact that he had started 
to prepare the noon day meal. The 
dishes were placed upon the table and 
the coffee pot was still setting on the 
stove. 

His brother is of the opinion that the 
shooting was very impulsive. He points 
to the fact that, one who has contem- 
plated suicide usually shoots himBelf 
through the heart In this case the boy 
tiad > placed the gun against the first 
part of his body it touched and pulled 
the trigger. He thinks "the heat had 
affected the boy/s brain and he did not 
know what he was doing. After shoot- 
ing he partly drew .himself' under tha 
porch.

The former champion staggered to tho 
floor of the ring and as he rolled over 
the bell sounded. This, if noticed by 
the ring officials, would have given 
Jeff a chance to rest for the- minute 
interval between rounds, but appar- 
ently everybody, principals, referee, 
timekeepers, seconds and advisers had 
lost their heads and tho bout went on. 
Johnson, setting himself as Jeff arose, 
pounced on him again and pounded 
him across tho ring. Again and again 
ho sent Jeff to the floor and through 
tho ropes In almost the same spot.

The native instrument of Hawaii, a 
variety of guitar ' which lends Itself 
readily to Kanaka folk music,, Is fre- 
quently heard In the drawing room of 
the fine residences In Massachusetts 
avenue maintained by . the Kalan- 
ianuolcs. Former Queen Llllluokalanl 
of Hawaii, tho aunt of "Prince Cupid," 
is a much feted guest when sho comes 
to visit her young relatlvos. 

Princess Kalanlanaole has a fine 
collection of native Jewelry and 
curios. Among them Is the war hel- 
met of tho national hero, Kalakaua I. 
Some bits of pottery which sho pos- 
sesses are of untold antiquity and are 
highly valued by collectors. The 
"hofuka," the native dress of tho 
Hawaiian women, is shown in great 
variety In a collection made by Prin- 
cess Kalanlanaole. The garment Is a 
sort of sublimated mother-hubbard 
and Is often made of costly fabrics 
and even ornamented by precious 
stones. The princess possesses, by 
tho way, some of the flnust Jewelry 
In Washington. .

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IXIR FORESTS will. last but 25 years 
longer If wo continue to cut them 
at tho present rate, declares Glf- 
ford Pluchot, former general forest- 
er, and one of the best informed 
men on tho forest problem of tho 
country. 

Tho increased cost of lumber, 
tho scarcity of many kinds of woods, 
tho high price of print paper, al- 
ready bear witness to tho forest 
famine that faces the United States. 
And still only one-third of every 
tree cut down is now being utilized. 

Two-thirds of every one of tho millions of 
trees felled annually, including the big stumps, 
tho heaps of branches, cords of slabs and tons 
of sawdust aro being destroyed, burned up to get 
rid of tho so-called waste. 

Incidentally burning over the slashings starts 
forest fires that destroy annually millions of feet 
of standing timber.' 

Now Uncle Sam is going to try to save "tho 
Shavings and mako*ckcaper print paper, wood 
alcohol, turpentine and other useful products out 
of the two-thirds of "the tree that is now being 
thrown a way. 

Tho United States forest service has just 
established a big experimental laboratory out In 
tho heart of the middle west, at Madison, the cap- 
ital of the state of Wisconsin, in connection with 






various woods for tho usual materials will bo 
noted at each stage of manufacture. 

Both soda and sulphato processes of treat- 
ment of the chipB will bo used and tho lab- 
oratory will make its own sulphite liquor in 
a vat adjacent to the digestors, in which tho 
wood Is cooked by steam until the lignin is 
all dissolved and only tho cellulose left. A 
blast of high-pressure steam drives the chips 
against tho side of tho dlgostor, further di- 
viding tho cellulose fibers, and then the whole 
mass 1b pumped out by a centrifugal pump 
into a tank in which It Is stirred until the 
fiber 1b still further broken up. Over and 
over it is run through "rlffler" troughs and 
ovor screens where Buctlon draws out the 
fiber to be used and leaves behind tho small 
chips, splinters and other waste. 

When tho liquor has been washed out of 
It In a washer driven by an electric motor (a 
contrivance much llko tho housewife's wash- 
ing machine) it Is put Into a press and the 
water is Bquoozcd out of It.

The new building has Just been formally 
dedicated and tho fine equipment of machin- 
ery and testing apparatus which 1b to make 
it tho most complete laboratory of Us kind In 
tho country Is rapidly being Installed. Tho 
staff of some twenty government investlgntors 
has already arrived and boon established In 
tho suite of offices in tho now building and for 
some months have been delivering lectures 
before tho students of forestry. 

In tho now laboratory the ■ United Statos 
forest service and tho University of Wisconsin 
will co-operatb In the investigations which 
will be made to solve problems confronting tho 
paper manufacturers, lumbermen, builders and 
others who deal with tho products of the 
American forests. Tho building Itself, which 
cost, some $50,000, and the Bite upon which it 
stands, south of University avenue, between 
Camp Randall and tho Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railroad tracks, were furnished by tho 
university. Tho equipment was furnished by 
tho government at a cost of about $75,000 and 
tho Btaff of Investigators Is also maintained 
by government appropriations. Those men, 
in addition to their laboratory work, will de- 
liver lectures In tho regular forestry course of

By a trolley 
arrangement tho cage can be lifted and run 
across to other tanks filled with cold oil, so 
that It is not necessary to pump out tho hot 
oil and replace it with the cold, as in lab- 
oratories where thero Is but ono sot of tanks. 
All about the Inner walls of tho preserva- 
tives laboratory aro ranged shelves to accom- 
modate the samples of wood for treatment and 
those already submitted to tho different forms 
of protection against rot and other attacks. 

What woods will best stand various kinds 
of Btrain, In bridges, buildings and different 
structures will bo determined in the timber 
tosting laboratory, whero two seven-horse- 
power motorB furnish tho electric current to 
run the . machinery. 

In tho torsion machlno timbers .can bo 
twisted until the strain reaches 30,000 inch- 
pounda. PIvo "Universal" testing machines 
are provided to test tho strength of different 
woods undor slow pressure, one having a ca- 
pacity of 100,000 pounds, another twice that, 
and throo other smaller onos 30.000 pounds. 

To seo what sudden strains oak, pino, 
maple and dlfferont woods will withstand a 
Hatt-Turner impact machine was built In tho 
machlno shops of the Purdue university and 
sent to the forestry laboratory for expert- 



verslty avenue, is a line fireproof building of 
dark brown brick, trimmed with whlto Bed- 
ford stone and roofed with red tllos, with a 
180-foot frontage and a depth of 80 foet. Im- 
mediately east of the building a private spur 
from the railroad carries tho lumber Into the 
laboratory yards.

A number of. fat pino stumps 
for the turpentine, rosin and alcohol tests have 
also been received.

How to make timber la3t longor by protect- 
ing It with preservatives from tho various 
borors and fungous growths which attack 
wood will bo another important problom to 
which considerable tlmo and laboratory spaco 
aro to be given. 

Beneath tho building 1b a great pit, heated 
by steam to a temperature moat favorable to 
rot, and there, in separate glass compartraonts 
all about tho walls, aro to' bo samples of -tim- 
bers with tho various fungous growths and 
animal and Insect enemies of tho wood, at- 
tached. Tho progress of their effoct upon the 
wood will be closely watched and comparod 
with that of tho samo pests upon samples of 
tho wood treated with different preservatives, 
prepared and applied in tho room above. 

A big skylight and many windows make 
tho preservative laboratory an excellent place 
to work and every facility Is provided for test- 
ing tho various forms of preservatives and 
antiseptics to protect timbers, such as thoao 
In mines nnd water-front plors, which are 
much subject to tho attack of mlnuto animals 
and plants. 

Into two, great, treatment cylinders the tim- 
bers are shoved and steam pumps forco tho 
oil from 'tanks' above at "high pfesBuro into tho

In a laboratory where so much machinery 
Is In constant uso thero must bo facilities for 
hiBtant ropalra.

Here, too, m'licti labor is saved by uso 
of electricity to run the engine lathe, milling 
machine and other ^necessary npparatus. Bo- 
sldo the' anvil thero 1b a gas forge for heating 
and tempering Btoel. 

The equipment of tho wood shop, whero 
timbers and samples of wood are to be pre- 
pared for tests, Is very complete. 

Steam heated ovens for drying wood, In 
order to test tho shrinkage, warping tenden- 
cies and water content of different woods aro 
a part of the laboratory equipment, and a por- 
tion haa alBO boon sot off for a seasoning 

room. 

In this connection, In another laboratory, 
tests will bo conducted to disebver tho heat 



dows, give room for the apparatus and experi- 
ments. 

As some of tho tests will produce strong 
fumes, there are tables encased in glass with 
hoods and ventilators above to carry off the 
smells and small doors through which the 
experlmentors will work. 

A corner room is sot apnrt for special work 
in distilling turpentine and other products 
and special unlighted space Ib provided as a 
chemicals storage room. Still other unlighted 
spaces aro rcBorved as photographic dark- 
rooms and record vaults for tho safe koeplng 
of tho valuable reports of the work done. 

One of the most Interesting offices Is that 
of the pathologist who has charge of tho ex- 
periments with tho fungi and other enemies of 
the woods. Upon his desk are large collec- 
tions of glass tubeB containing cultures of ev- 
ery sort of vegetable growth which feeds upon 
wood fibers, and samples of all tho minute 
nnimalculae which attack timbers. Many he 
secured last summer In his visits to mines in 
different parts of the country, since one of 
tho greatest sources of the dangerous mine 
cave-In is the destruction of supports by these 
littlo enemies. 

A largo drafting room, lighted from the 
north and east, a library and filing room, a 
lecture hall and a suite of 17 offices for tho 
staff officials and their clerks and stenogra- 
phers complete the building arrangements be- 
low and In tho attic a space for storing mate- 
rials which cannot be loft In the open yard 
and which 13 reached by an elevator from tho 
basement. 

The government will appoint to regular 
work In the laboratory, as an addition to the 
present staff, several of tho students who havo 
been doing forestry work the past -winter at 
the University of Wisconsin. 

The forestry lecture course of the univer- 
sity, Just closed, included this year, besides 
the regular work under State Forester E. M. 
Griffith, lectures by W. L. Hall, assistant for- 
cstor at tho Washington office; It. S. Kellogg, 
who holds a similar position; Franklin H. 
Smith, in charge of the wood utilisation 
office of tho government at Chicago; H. F. 
Weiss and H. S. Bristol, assistant directors of 
tho new laboratory; L. F. Hawloy, in charge 
of tho wood distillation of the laboratory, and 
Frederick Dunlap, In charge of tho kiln drying 
investigations. 

At the time of tho formal dedication of tho 
laboratory tho various departments of tho gov- 
ernment work were In full operation, that the 
visitors may see tho actual work In progress- 
Just how paper Is mado; how timbers are 
tested; how Btumps aro distilled, and how tho 
little marine animals are prevented from bor- 
ing through shipping.

President Is Desirous of Reassuring 
All Interests That Interstate Com- 
merce Commission Will Enforce 
Provisions of Act With Fairness.

the face of President Taft Thursday ThQ meaguro 
afternoon as he hurriedly left his work 
in the library of the Burgess Point 
cottage and rushed to the veranda 
-when the Lodge limousine drove up. 
the "honk honk" of which was an- 
nouncing tho arrival of former Presi- 
dent RoosevelL 

They met Just outside tho door and 
simultaneously Taft clapped a hand on 
the Roosevelt shoulder as Roosevelt 
seized the president's hand InaBtrong 

"llr. President," exclaimed tho one; 
and "Theodore," cried the other. 

"By George," continued Roosevelt, 
"this" is fine. I am mighty glad to see 
you. Mr. President." 

Thus, after a separation of sixteen 
months, Taft and Roosevelt met again, 
at the Taft cottage here in Beverly, 
with only Senator Lodge and Secre- 
tary Norton present, all the rest of 
the* world being barred out. 

Those who witnessed the meeting 
say It was characterized by all the 
old-time cordiality of relations be- 
tween the two— that there was tho 
best of feeling displayed— and that 
the hearty bursts of laughter that pro- 
ceeded first from tho president and 
then from Roosovelt as they sat on 
the veranda and chatted for two hours 
and u half, was strongly reminiscent 
of the old Whlto House days. 

As to the talk between them— it 
covered a wide range of topics and 
there was a period when the president 
and Roosevelt drew aside from the rest 
of the party and conversed In low 
tones.' What was said must remain a 
secret, however, between them, for 
Tart declined to make any statement 
after tho colonel had departed and 
Roosevelt would say only that he had 
had a most delightful time. 

In a long interview with Chairman 
Martin A. Knapp of the commission 
Friday President Taft went exhaustive- 
ly Into the provisions of the new law 
and later, in conversation with callers, 
he earnestly pointed out that there 
need be no apprehension that tho com- 
mission will run amuck or that the 
new law will be used to club indiscrim- 
inately all railroads that propose an 
advance in rates. 

• Tho law, the president pointed out, 
was not passed for tho purpose of 
lowering rates, or even of holding all 
rates where they are at the time of 
.the passage of the law, but rather for 
the purpose of equalizing rates. 
i Fear has been expressed that the 
Idea would go abroad that the United 
States government was about to em- 
bark upon a campaign of oppression 
against all railroads, whlcb would be 
disastrous to the railroad business, 
with crop moving time approaching, 
through the avoidance of American se- 
curities by foreign investors. This is 
one of the things that tho president 
desires to avoid. 

He is desirous of reassuring Invest- 
ors as well as tho business managers 
of the railroads, that the latter are not 
to bo clubbed, that tho power of sus- 
pension of increases In rates Is not to 
be used on all rates, but only on those 
that appear to bo unreasonable and 
that the proposed increases are only 
to be Invalidated when they are 
proven to be unreasonable. 

In support of this fixed policy of 
the interstate commerce commission 
it was pointed out in connection with 
the visit of Chairman Knapp that 
while the recent decisions of the com- 
mission relative to freight rates in the 
weBt was against d number of pro- 
posed increases, the commission at the 
samo time sustains some of the In- 
creases and in all of the cases has al- 
lowed tho railroads, until next Oc- 
tober to show by a practical working 
of rates, as fixed by the commission, 
tho reasonableness of the tatter's 
rulings.

Saylersvlllo, Ky.— Fifteen people 
are known to be dead, fifteen addition- 
al are reported as having died and 
fully forty are missing ns the result 
of a cloudburst in Magoffin, Floyd 
and Knott counties. Ky., lato Tuesday. 
Twelve bodies of the known dead 
have been secured hy the workmen in 
Saylcrsville and the towns affected by 
tho terrible cloudburst. When lato 
reports came In from sections lying 
near Saylersvillc, It was estimated 
by the people here that fully forty 
have been killed in the floods and that 
forty are missing from their homes. 

Saylersvlllo is the county scat of 
Magoffin county which is in eastern 
Kentucky. There are no railroads 
running to tho town and little clso 
than fanning is done in this vicinity. 
Floyd and Knott counties lie adjacent

Lynchburg, Va. — John W. Dan- 
iel, senior senator from Virginia, died 
at the Lynchburg sanitarium Wednes- 
day night, his death being due.. to a 
recurrence of paralysis. Tho immedi- 
ate cause of his death was cerebral 
hemorrhage. 

This was Senator Daniel's third 
paralytic stroke He suffered the first 
last fall while in Philadelphia and the 
second in Daytona, Fin., during the 
winter, having gone to Florida to re- 
cuperate. He had not been In Wash- 
ington for sovoral months. Senator 
Daniel was sixty-seven years old.

For threo and a half miles tho shells 
sped down the river almost abreast, 
first one and then another forging 
slightly ahead. Harvard was nearly a 
length ahead nt the two-mile point 
and her bow showed in front for tho 
greater part. of tho way, but time and 
again a gallant spurt brought tho Now 
Haven shell on even terms. Not until 
the boats entered the final quarter 
mllo stretch did tho Crimson look liko 
a winner. 

Harvard's victories were the most 
decisive that over marked tho open- 
ing of her annual rowing regatta with 
Yale. Tho Crimson freshman elght- 
oared crew beat tho youngsters from 
New Haven by three lengths, and the 
Harvard 'varsity four bettered this 
performance a little later by rowing 
away from Yale In the last eighth 
mile of a surprising raco and finish- 
ing four lengths In tho lead.

Washington.— Announcement was 
made by tho interstate commerce com- 
mission Thursday that It will not sus- 
pend official classification 3G, involving 
more than G.000 items, which was filed 
to become effective July 1. This Is 
regarded as a victory for tho rail- 
roads. 

Permission was granted by the com- 
mission to railroads operating out of 
Buffalo to advance rates on flour and 
other wheat products one cent a hun- 
dred pounds to eastern destinations. 
For nearly a month the commission 
has been overwhelmed with protests 
against tho proposed new classifica- 
tion, many shippers seemed to believe 
that the rearrangement of freight clas- 
slflcatlcatlon would result in largely 
Increased rates. The subject was con- 
sidered carefully by tho commission, 
a thorough and comprehensive check 
being prepared on tho entire classifi- 
cation. In the items and ratings in- 
volved there are only fifty-eight 
changes, of which twenty-eight nre re- 
ductions and thirty advances, tho lat- 
ter including twelve increases in car- 
load weights.

Enery, United States senator from 
Louisiana, suddenly expired at his 
home hero Tuesday from an attack of 
acute indigestion. 

The senator arrlvea hero Monday 
from Washington. Ho was seventy- 
three years old, and death was super- 
induced by old age. 

Tho senator Is survived by his wife, 
who was before marriage Miss Eliza- 
beth Phillips of Monroe, Pa.; his 
daughtor, Mrs. Warren B. Parker, and 
his two sons, Charles P. McEnery and 
Dr. Douglas W. McEnery of Wash- 
ington. 

In all probability Gov. Jared Y. 
Sanders will bo chosen by tho Louis- 
iana legislature now in session, as 
Senator McEnery's successor. It is 
thought that the leading figures in 
state politics have figured upon the 
aged senator's passing for some time, 
but it was not anticipated exactly at 
this Juncture.

Washington,— Reductions in class 
and commodities on all shipments 
west from Chicago to tho Pacific 
conBt wero ordered Wednesday by the 
interstate commerce commission. 
The commission decided that the cap- 
ital invested in railroad property and 
betterments did not Justify the ad- 
vance in rates to tho point marked in 
tho new schedules filed by tho rail- 
roads. 

Tho decisions are in what are 
known popularly as the Paclfie coast 
cases. These cases were heard last 
autumn by tho commission on its six 
weeks' trip to the Pacific coast and 
intcrmountain territory and had been 
under consideration ever since then. 
In every instance reductions In the 
existing rates were made. 



Washington.— A surplus of $9,402,000 
in tho ordinary receipts and expendi- 
tures, against a deficit laBt year of 
$58,734,000 was announced by the 
treasury department Friday. 

Tho total deficit over all, which in- 
cludes Manama canal expenditures 
and the public debtf Is $25,884,000, 
against $118,795,000 last year. 

The total ordinary treasury receipts 
were' $13,300,000; total for month, $76,- 
271,000, and for tho fiscal year just 
closed, $009,064,000. Tho corporation 
tax receipts, which are included In 
tho last named figures, aggregated 
$17,302,000. . 

The total ordinary receipts for the 
past year stand against $608,589,000 
for last year. Tho customs receipts 
during the past fiscal year reached 
$332,785,000, against $300,711,000 last 
year; tho internal revenue $267,- 
823,000, against $24G,212,000 last year, 
and miscellaneous, $51,093,000, against 
$66,604,000 last year. 

Tho aggregate expenditures for tho 
past fiscal year reached $659,662,000, 
against $662,324,000 last year. Among 
tho ordinary expenditures weregrnnts 
from the treasury of $8,495,000 on ac- 
count of postal deficiency, against sim- 
ilar grants last year of $19,501,000.

SCORE OTHER8 INJURED IWHEN 

PA88ENQER TRAIN COLLIDES 

WITH FREIGHT. 



COACHES ARE TELESCOPED 



Accident Ocoura on Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton & Dayton Tracks Neap 
Mlddleton, O^-Crash Was 
Terrific. 



Mlddletown, 0. — Nineteen people 
are dead and a score or more Injured 
na the reBUlt of a wreck Monday on 
the , Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton 
tracks between the Big Four Twen- 
tieth Century Limited and a Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton & Dayton freight train 
a quarter bf a mile west of Middle- 
town. 

The onglneB are a mass of ruins,' the 
pnssengor coaches were telescoped, 
two partly telescoped, while the smo- 
ker wont over the baggage car and 
landed In a cornfield. Hardly d pas- 
senger on the train escaped without 
some Injury. 

Tho Big Four people had asked the 
right of way over the Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton & Dayton tracks because of a 
freight wreck at Sharon, O. ,and the 
train was bowling along at approxi- 
mately fifty miles an hour. It Is said 
that the engineers of two trains did 
not see each other's engine until too 
close for tho accident. Orders had 
been given it was said for "clear track 
for the Big Four train," which left 
Dayton ten minutes behind time about 
one o'clock and. which was trying to 
make up the lost time. 

The two engines crashed with ter- 
rific Impact The masBlve engines 
. rearing up like living things then 
crashed Into and through the cars of 
both trains. As soon as news of the 
collision was received In Cincinnati 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton 
officials sent a train to the scene with 
Cincinnati physicians and nurses. 
Railroad officials of both roads also 
went to the scene. At the same time 
Middle-ton and Dayton rushed as- 
sistance and the people of Middlctown 
turned out almost en masse to ren- 
der what assistance they could. 

When the engines crashed one of 
tho steel monsters crushed - through 
the combination baggage and smoking 
car and day coach which was larger 
ly filled with women and children. It 
was some minutes before a move nt 
rescue, work could.be started, as the 
crews as well as passengers were 
tossed about. When those too able 
reached the upturned cars they found 
dead and Injured persons lying near 
or pinned under the heavy wreckage. 
Within a few minutes 11 bodies had 
been removed. Some of them werq 
females, for the coach was what Is 
known' as the ladles' car reserved es- 
pecially for the women and children. 

While- tho dead were being removed 
willing hands were working with 
might and under distressing circum- 
. stances. The shriekB of Injured, some 
of whom were dying, the din nnd 
shouting, the noise of escaping steam 
as It hissed from battered engines, 
made the affair most distressing. 

, Tho bodies of the dead were con- 
veyed to the station at Hamilton and 
here the scenes were heartrending. 
Crowds of men nnd women thronged 
around tho building, many In search 
of relatives or friends they knew were 
on the train. 

The Twentieth Century train wns 
In cbnrge of Conductor Weaver. The 
freight in charge of Pilot Wald, had 
orders to meet tho flyer at 1:07 at 
Coast Town. In advance of tho regular 
engine of the flyer was a Cincinnati, 
Hamilton &. Dayton pilot engine in 
charge of engineer, fireman nnd Con- 
ductor Lnnge. The Dig Four train 
was In charge of Conductor Thomas 
Maloney. It Is thought the fact that 
the Twentieth Century Limited was 
late was the main cause of the acci- 
dent with having left Dayton ten min- 
utes late the effort was being made to 
regain that lost time. Tho freight 
was on tho Cincinnati, Hamilton &

Bar Harbor, Me.— Chief Justice Mel- 
ville W. Fuller of the United States 
Supreme court died from heart failure 
at his summer home in Sorrento at 
six o'clock Monday morning. 

The death of the chief .magistrate 
was unexpected, as he had been in, 
fairly good health laiely, and there 
had been no premonitory symptoms of 
any kind of trouble.. Sunday he at- 
tended church as usual, and when he 
retired at night he was to all appear- 
ances In his customary health. 

Death came about six o'clock Mon- 
day morning. His daughter, Mrs. Na- 
thaniel Francis, and Rev. James E. 
Freeman, who waB a guest of Justice 
Fuller's at his Sorrento cottage, 
"Main Stay," were with tho jurist 
when he died. 

The funeral services will be held at 
Sorrento and tho Interment will be at 
Chicago. 

For many years the chief justice had 
Bpent his summers at Sorrento, a 
summer colony located on French- 
man's bay, five miles from Bar Har- 
bor. 

A Great American. 

To Chief Justice Fuller fell tho 
honor of third rank for length of serv- 
ice as presiding justice In the high- 
est tribunal of the American govern- 
ment 

For 22 years ho was chief justice 
of the Supremo court of tho United 
States. Chief Justice Marshall pre- 
sided over the court for 34 years and 
Chief Justice Taney for 28 years. 
With the future rests tho determina- 
tion of his rank 'among the eight 
chief Justices of history for ability and 
accomplishments. 

Before Grover Cleveland Bent his 
name to the senate on April 30, 1888, 
for confirmation as chief Justice, he 
was practically unknown except to 
members of tho legal profession.- In 
Maine, where ho was born on Febru- 
ary 11, 1S33, he had been known as 
a well-behaved, rather scholarly lad. 
He had gone to Bowdoln college, and, 
Incidentally, there won most of tho 
prizes for elocution. He had gone 
down to Harvard law school for one 
year. 

His Great Argument. 

From 1S06 to 1888 ho lived In Chi- 
cago, but attracted little attention out- 
Bide his Immediate circle of frlendo 
and associates at tho bar until- ho 
undertook . tho defense of Bishop 
Cheney on a charge of heresy. His 
knowledge of ecclesiastical history 
and procedure astonished those who 
conducted tho case, and his argument 
of Uhe cause of the bishop before the 
supreme court of Illinois' Is referred to 
Btlll as a forensic effort seldom If ever 
surpassed in that court. 

He was a delegate to the national 
conventions of the Democratic party 
in 18C4, 1872, 187Cand 1880. 

Tho nomination of Mr. Fuller, then 
fifty-five years of ago, was followed by 
n memorable contest In the senate.

Tho judiciary committee, with Its 
Republican majority, to which the 
nomination was sent April 30, held 
up the f appointment until July 20. 
Then th'o committee reported It to the 
sonalo "without recommendation." 

For three hours that body debated 
In executive session whether to con- 
firm or reject tho nomlantlon. The 
attack on Mr. Fuller was led by Sena- 
tors Edmunds, Evarts ' and Stewart, 
Senators Cullom and Farwell defended 
him. 

The reports that he had been a 
"copperhead" during tho Civil war 
and that he did not possess the re- 
quisite ability as a lawyer were gono 
over. 

His Great Victory. 

Finally, by a vote of 41 to 20, his 
nomination was confirmed. 

Since that day .the entire court, as 
It then existed,' has passed away with 
the single exception of Justlco Har- 
lan. Of those prominent in the fight 
over his confirmation only Senator 
•Cullom remains, and President Cleve- 
land, who thus honored the Illinois 
lawyer, has likewise gono to his 
grave. 

Throughout his service Chief Justice 
Fuller was noted -for the dignity with 
which ho filled the position. He pre- 
served that manner on the bench or 
off. 

Although small of stature, not more 
than five feet seven Inches, his wealth 
of silvery hair and classic features 
made him a commanding figure wher- 
ever ho appeared. 

Chief Justice Fuller leaves an in- 
delible stamp on the laws of the coun-. 
try. Among hlB most famous opinions 
ore the following: 

His Famous Decisions. 

Tho Income tax decision, -in which 
the Income tax law was held to be 
unconstitutional. 

The Danburylhat case, by which la- 
bor unions were held to bo amenable 
to the Sherman anti-trust law. 

The Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany versus the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, in which the state was 
denied tho right to tax telegraph mes- 
sages, except when Interstate. 

Tho Bank of Washington versus 
Hume, in which the insurable Interest 
of the wife and children in the life 
of the husband and father was recog- 
nized as distinguished from the claims 
of creditors. 

Inman versus South Carolina Rail- 
way company, In which tho railroad 
was denied the power to exempt It- 
self from liability for Its negligence in 
tho shipment of goods. 

Moore versus Crawford, in which 
married women were made to bear lia- 
bilities, such as those growing out of 
the fraudulent sale of land, as well as 
the legal rights. 

Lelsy versus Haddln, In which the. 
state was denied rights over original 
packages of liquor In Interstate com- 
merce, an opinion which led to the 
passage of tho WllBon liquor law. 

Climatic Differences. 
On the coast' of southeastern Alaska 
the nverago annual precipitation It 
about ninety inches and trees grow 
to a large size;. In the central plateau, 
tho precipitation Is less, than fifteen 
lncheB, including tho molted snow, 
and the average size of fclmber ie 
small; while on the arctic slope, north 
of Rocky mountains, climatic condl 
lions mako forest growth altogether 
impossible, and those vast tundras arc 
covered chiefly. with moss; sedges nnd 
a few small shrubs. . •
